NOTE: Case involves a complaint'from-the Clearwater, Florida Mayor 
whoaalleged a possible violation Title 18, Section 612 , which prohibits 
publication and/or distribution of political literature relating to 
candidates/for Federal office which is unidentified as to source. His 
complaint is based on the fact that several letters have been sent from 
Washington, D. C. to various democratic leaders in the state of Florida. 
These letters state .that the Mayor had met a female while attending 
the Dembcratic^Mayors^Conference ih-Washington, D. C. 3/14-15/76. 

No sexual improprieties are claimedjDut strong insinuations are made. 
Furthermore, the letter states that the Mayor and his female companion 
were involved in a hit and run accident which they did not report. The 
/Mayor confirmed the meeting with the female and believes that she along 
''with the hit and run accident, are a part of a ’’set up" by the Church of 
Scientology. The Church of Scientology and the Mayor have had a long 
running verbal and legal battle since the Church's arrival in Clearwater, 
Florida, approximately a year and half ago. Possible EL violation 
discussed with the Departmental Attorney Walter T. Barnes 8/5/76. 
.Barnes advised that no investigation should be conducted'pending 
review of details by Department although he did think a possible 
violation of 612 exists. Barnes concurs with notification of local 
authorities regarding the hit and run accident. WFO has been directed 
to contact local authorities and provide them pertinent information

Tampa is retaining the original of the letter 
furnished by Mayor CAZARES until such time as the 
Department advises whether additional investigation 
is warranted. 

For information of the Bureau, beginning 
in October, 1975, a series of purchases of valuable 
property in the downtown Clearwater, Fla. area began 
by a group identified as the Southern Land and Development 
Corporation. It was subsequently determined that the 
real identity of this group was the Church of Scientology, 
and because of the secrecy surrounding the purchases, 
the group came under attack by various local government 
officials, primarily Mayor CAZARES. Mayor CAZARES made 
numerous public attacks through newspaper, television 
and radio on the group which ultimately led to law suits 
being filed by the Church of Scientology against Mayor 
CAZARES, as well as by Mayor CAZARES and his wife against 
the Church of Scientology. Considerable friction has 
occurred on both sides which has created considerable 
publicity in the Tampa area. 

Additionally, it should be noted, the Church of 
Scientology, by letter dated 6-9-76, has requested 
information from the Bureau under the Freedom of 
Information Act.

CAZARES advised he did not wish to furnish a 
sighed statement but was willing to testify in court 
regarding the following information: 

CAZARES is the Mayor of the City of Clearwater, 
Florida, and is. presently seeking the Democratic t ' i 
nomination for the Sixth U.S. Congressional District of 
Florida. CAZARES thereafter produced a letter postmarked

I am writing this letter in an attempt to resolve a 
serious problem I am faced with, and am hoping I can count 
on you for help. I am sending this letter to other Dem6- 
cractic organizations in the Clearwater area as I'm not sure 
which Congressional district Gabe Cazares is running in. 

In March of this year, I met Gabe while he was here in 
Washington for a convention. We spent most of a very enjoy¬ 
able evening together, dining and talking. 

I am not going to get into a big thing here about the 
morality of whether or not. my relationship with a married 
man is right or wrong, as I know only that I enjoyed myself 
with him. This is not the main issue but has some bearing 
on it. . 

While driving around that night sightseeing with Gabe, 
we had an accident. We hit a man going around a sharp curve 
in the road, and did not stop to see if he was hurt or even 
dead. I don't know why, I only know that I was scared to 
death, and panicked — I guess we both did. 

Now, Gabe has been very good about this. He did not 
turn me in to the police, and when I'called him later to 
talk about the accident, he advised me to get a lawyer and 
said that he would back up me totally. 

Since the accident, however, I have had constant night¬ 
mares which are horrible, and I'm a nervous wreck. I do not 
eat well and have lost almost 20 pounds. I decided to go to 
an analyst about this as I couldn't live with myself, nor 
could I face the publicity and degradation of turning myself 
into the police. . With the help of my analyst, I have finally 
decided that the best action is to turn myself into the 
police and rid myself of the self recriminations and guilt, 
but this is where my problem comes in. 

I hold a sensitive government position which is obvious¬ 
ly jeopardized by this situation. I realize that going to 
the police will also mean the end of my job. As you may 
know, the newspapers are going crazy here in D.C. with sex 
scandals and other kinds of scandals with government offi¬ 
cials. I wouldn't want this to come out as a scandal in the 
press. I certainly do not want to involve Gabe in a thing 
like this as it would only be trouble for him as Mayor and I 
now understand he is running for Congress. Just what the 
press wants is another Congressional scandal,. Gabe'doesn't 
deserve this, and I don't think I could go through one if it 
occurred. I'd rather die. 
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Gabe is s'ucK'a good guy and so straight-forward that I 
' know that he'll tell me to just do what I have to and he'll '. 
back me up, but I can't face being smeared in the press. He 
is much stronger than I am. That is why I'm writing to you,, 

I don't think Gabe would bother to protect himself. He'd 
take it on the chin and fight hard, but the press in DiC. is 
vicious. 

Maybe if you got together with Gabe and he told you the^,_ 
whole story you could figure out a way to prevent this 
possible catastrophe. I don't know if there is anything 
that you can do to protect both of us in this matter, but I 
know that political people can often help or come up with 
some.kind of strategy to figure a way out of this kind of 
predicament. Gabe's a good man and he doesn't deserve to 
have his political career put in jeopardy or ruined because 
of one stupid mistake, and I would die if I were in the 
press like some of the Capitcl Hill girls are. 

Gabe knows who I am and I'm sure he'd appreciate know¬ 
ing that things were alright before I go to the police. I 
will contact Gabe to find out what I should do after you've 
had some time to discuss this with him.

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CAZARES further advised the correct facts 
regarding this matter are that on Saturday afternoon, 

March 13, 1976, he left Tampa International Airport (TIA), 
en route to Washington, D. C. He arrived at the Friendship 
Airport (FA) at approximately 4 a.m., March 14, 1976, and 
proceeded directly to the Dupont Circle Motel in Washington, 
D. G. After spending the day at various activities in 
Washington, D. G.» he received a call at his motel room 
Sunday afternoon from a person who identified himself as 
a reporter o This person indicated to CAZARES that he was 
-n, interested in interviewing him to obtain a minority 

viewpoint from a mayor attending the conference. CAZARES 
agreed to meet him at the reporter's convenience and the 
lobby of the Dupont Circle Motel was designated as the 
meeting place. 

At approximately 4 p.m., Sunday, March 14, 1976, 
CAZARES met with the reporter in the lobby of the motel 
and the reporter suggested they go into the lounge and 
conduct the interview. CAZARES asked the reporter for 
his credentials but the reporter indicated to him he had 
left them at his residence but stated he represented a 
Washington, D. C. paper. The reporter subsequently asked 
CAZARES a number of appropriate questions regarding the 
minority viewpoint. Approximately One-half hour alter 
meeting the reporter a white female, whose name CAZARES 
does not recall, came to the table where CAZARES and the 
reporter were sitting and indicated she overheard their 
conversation and began talking to CAZARES and the reporter. 
The woman subsequently sat down and joined the conversation. 
At approximately 5 p.m. the reporter excused himself and 
left the lounge. CAZARES continued to talk to the woman 
for a short time and then he left and went to his room for 
one or one and a half hours. 


At sometime between 6 and 7 p.m. he returned to 
the lobby of his motel and observed the woman he had met 
earlier talking on the telephone. On observing himashe 
asked him where he was going and he said to the Mayors 
Conference at the Continental Hilton Hotel (CHH). She 
offered to take him to the hotel and he accepted. CAZARES 
and the woman thereafter got into her small, red sports 
ear and proceeded towards the hotel. While en route she 
offered to show him around Washington, D. C. and he accepted

Following a short drive they ended up in Arlington, 

Virginia, where they had dinner at Alfo 9 s Restaurant. 

Following this dinner and just prior to their 
departure, the girl excused herself and made a telephone 
call to an unknown person. Upon her return she and 
CAZARES went back to her car and returned to Washington, 

D. C. As they were getting into the car CAZARES observed 
the Woman did not know how to turn on the lights of the 
automobile to spite her previous comment that she was 
the owner of this vehicle. On leaving Alf o's they drove 
^ around the City of Washington and past the Capitol building. 

While driving through a park which CAZARES 
believed was Rock Creek Park, and while traveling at 
approximately 25 to 30 per hour, CAZARES heard a thump 
in the vicinity of the rear of the driver's side of the 
car. Just prior to hearing the noise CAZARES observed 
a figure, possibly that of a man, walking along the road. 
CAZARES did not see the woman driving the car hit anything 
or feel the car lurch but did hear the thump. The woman 
told CAZARES immediately thereafter that she thought 
she had hit someone and he told her she should stop. She 
indicated to him she couldn't stop because she would lose 
her job and besides she had too many bad marks on her 
driving record. The woman had also previously indicated 
to CAZARES that she worked at the Pentagon in a top secret 
area and could not tell him what she did. Following this 
accident she drove CAZARES to Dupont Circle where he 
returned to his room. As CAZARES got out of her automobile 
he asked her if she thought she really hit someone and 
she said, "I don't know but I'm not taking any chances, 

I'm going to report it to the police.” 

The following day he had meetings with various 
individuals at the Mayors Conference and conducted the 
normal business involved in the meeting. During the 
time CAZARES was in Washington, D, C., he was in contact 
with Clearwater City Manager, PICOT FLOYD, who was also 
there on another matter, CAZARES had rented an automobile / 
and following the meetings on March 15, 1976, he returned 
to the lobby of his motel at Dupont Circle and spent some 
time in the lobby killing time until his airplane flight 
was due to leave. CAZARES noted he had checked out of the 
motel earlier that morning. CAZARES departed Washington, 

D. C. the afternoon of March 15, 1976, and returned to 
TIA in time to be a guest on a radio talk show in Tampa, 
Florida, at 10 p.m.

The following Thursdays, March 18, 1976, the 
woman called him at the Clearwater City Hall several 
times asking to talk to him but he was not in and she 
refused to leave her telephone number. She also called 
his house several times and talked to his wife but 
would only say she wanted to talk to the Mayor and that 
the matter was personal. 

On March 21, 1976, she reached him at a friend’s 
residence where he was visiting and asked him if he had 
^ called the police. He asked her why she thought he 

should call the police since when he last talked to her 
she said she was going to report the accident to the 
police herself. She told him she hadn’t made the report 
because she got scared. ,He asked her if she had seen 
anything in the paper on this and she Said no but these 
things don’t always get in the paper. CAZARES told her 
if she felt she had actually hit someone she should retain 
an attorney and he would be glad to furnish a statement. 
Following this comment the conversation was completed and 
the call terminated. CAZARES also asked her during the 
conversation for her telephone number, however, she 
declined to give him the number stating, ’’The man I live 
with would kill me. There was no expressed animosity 
from the woman during this conversation. 

Approximately one or two weeks after the afore¬ 
mentioned conversation, Mr. STEVE ADVOKAT, a”Clearwater Sun” 
newspaper reporter* called CAZARES and told him he had 
received a strange letter implying that when CAZARES 
attended the conference of mayors he didn’t attend any 
meetings. On reflecting on the possibility that someone 
might have been trying to ”smear"him, CAZARES also recalled 
that he had received a call from United Airlines officials 
in Tampa, Florida, prior to his departure to Washington, 

D. G. to the Mayors Conference. United Airlines officials 
indicated they had just received a call from someone 
identifying himself as CAZARES and questioning them regarding 
reservations made by CAZARES’secretary. CAZARES stated 
based on the above information he believed these letters 
are politically motivated to adversely affect his campaign 
for Congress* CAZARES does not suspect his Democratic 
primary opponent. Congressman C. W, "BILL” YOUNG, but does 
suspect members of the Church of Scientology as being v 
involved in this matter. 
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He is further of the opinion he was ’’set up" 
with the girl he met in Washington, D. C., and that 
no actual hit and run accident occurred.

CAZARES advised he did not wish to furnish a 
signed statement but was willing to testify in court 
regarding the following information: 

CAZARES is the Mayor of the City of Clearwater, 
Florida, and is presently seeking the Democratic 
nomination for the Sixth U.S. Congressional District of 
Florida. CAZARES thereafter produced a letter postmarked 
July 28, 1976, at Washington, D. C. addressed to the 
North Pinellas County Democratic Party, 1021 Charles 
Street, Clearwater, Florida, which is the address of 
Mr. JIM SCOTT, former Democratic Party President for 
Northern Pinellas County. CAZARES advised SCOTT received 
this letter on July 30, 1976, and turned it over to him. 
CAZARES feels this letter is a possible violation of 
Federal Election Laws as it is not properly signed. He 
also feels the letter is a thinly veiled attempt to smear 
him and destroy his chances to succeed in his race for 
the Democratic. Party nomination for Congressman. The 
letter is as follows:

’■■. ’I 310 writing this letter in an attempt to resolve a * 

' serious problem I am faced with, and am hoping I can count- 
’on you for help. I am sending this letter to other Dem6- 
cractic organizations in the Clearwater area as I’m not .-sure 
which Congressional district Gabe Cazares is running in. 

In March of this year, I met Gabe while he was here in 
Washington fox* a convention. We spent most, of a very enjoy- 
able evening together, dining and talking. 

I am not going to get into a big thing here about the 
morality of whether or not. my relationship with a married 
man is right or wrong, as I know only that I enjoyed myself 
witn him. xhis is not the main issue >but has some bearing 
on it. . & 

While driving around^that night sightseeing with Gabe, 
we had an accident. We hit a man going around a sharp curve 

in the road, and did not stop to see if he was hurt or even 

dead. I don’t know why, I only know that I was scared to 
death, and panicked -- I guess we both did. 

Now, Gabe has been very good about this. He did not 
turn ids in to the police, and when I'called him later to 

about the accident, he advised me to get a lawyer and 
said that he would back up me totally. 

Since the accident, however, I have had constant night¬ 
mares which are horrible, and I’m a nervous wreck. I do not 

33 -b well and have lost almost 20 pounds. I decided to go to 

V an analyst about this as I couldn't live with myself, nor 
could I face the publicity and degradation of turning myself 
into the police. W T ith the help of my analyst, I have finally 
decided that the best action is to turn myself into the 
police and rid myself of the sell recriminations and guilt, 
but this is where my problem comes in. " 

I hold a sensitive government position which is obvious- 
ly jeopardized by^this situation. I realize that going to 
the police will aiso mean the end of my job. As you may 
know, the newspapers are going crazy here in D.C. with sex 
scandals and other kinds of scandals with government offi¬ 
cials. I wouldn't want tnis to come out as a scandal in the 
press. ^1 certainly do not want tOi involve Gabe in a thing 
like this' as it would only be trouble for him as Mayor and I 
now understand he is running for Congress. Just what the 
press wants is another Congressional scandal,. Gabe doesn't 
deserve this, and I don t think I could go through one if it 
occurred. I'd rather die. 
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Gabe is such a good guy and so straight-forward that I 
: know that he’ll tell me to just do what I have to and he'll • 

back me up, but I can't face being smeared in the press.. He 

is much stronger than I am. That is why I'm writing to'*you. 
I don't think Gabe would bother to protect himself. He'd 
take it on the chin and fight hard, but the press in Dt C.ris 
vicious. 

Maybe if you got together with Gabe and he told, you the 
whole story you could figure out a way to prevent this 
possible catastrophe. I don't know if there is anything 
that you can do_to protect both of us in this matter, but I 
know that political people can often help or come up with 

some kind of strategy to figure a way out of this kind of 

predicament. Gabe's a good man and he doesn't deserve to 
have his political- career put in jeopardy or ruined because 
of one stupid mistake, and I would die if I were in the 
press like some of the Capitol Hill girls are. 

Gabe knows who I am and I'm sure he'd appreciate know¬ 
ing that things were alright before I go to the police. I 
will contact Gabe to find out what I should do after you've 
had some time to discuss this with him.

CAZARES further advised the correct facts 
regarding this matter are that on Saturday afternoon, 

March 13, 1976, he left Tampa International Airport (TIA).-, 
en route to Washington, D. C. He arrived at the Friendship 
Airport (FA.) at approximately 4 a.m., March 14, 1976, and 
proceeded directly to the Dupont Circle Motel in Washington, 

D. C. After spending the day at various activities in 
Washington, D. C., he received a call at his motel room 
Sunday afternoon from a person who identified himself as 
a reporter. This person indicated to CAZARES that he was 
interested in interviewing him to obtain a minority 
viewpoint from a mayor attending the conference. CAZARES 
agreed to meet him at the reporter's convenience and the 
lobby of the Dupont Circle Motel was designated as the 
meeting place. 

At approximately 4 p.m., Sunday, March 14, 1976, 
CAZARES met with the reporter in the lobby of the motel 
and the reporter suggested they go into the lounge and 
conduct the interview. CAZARES asked the reporter for 
his credentials but the reporter indicated to him he had 
left them at his residence but stated he represented a 
Washington, D. C. paper. The reporter subsequently asked 
CAZARES a number of appropriate questions regarding the 
minority viewpoint. Approximately one-half hour after 
meeting the reporter a white female, whose name CAZARES 
does not recall, came to the table where CAZARES and the 
reporter were sitting and indicated she overheard their 
conversation and began talking to CAZARES and the reporter. 
The woman subsequently sat down and joined the- conversation. 
At approximately 5 p.m. the reporter excused himself.and 
left the lounge. CAZARES continued to talk to the woman 
for a short time and then he left and went to his room for 
one or one and a half hours. 

At sometime between 6 and 7 p.m. he returned to 
the lobby of his motel and observed the woman he had met 
earlier talking on the telephone. On observing him she 
asked him where he was going and he said to the Mayors 
Conference a't the Continental Hilton Hotel (CHH). She 
offered to take him to the hotel and he accepted. CAZARES 
and-the woman thereafter got into her small, red sports 
car and proceeded towards the hotel. While en route she 
offered to show him around Washington, D. C. and he accepted. 
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Following a short drive they ended up in Arlington, 

Virginia, where they had dinner at Alfo s Restaurant. 

Following this dinner and just prior to their • 
departure, the girl excused herself and made a telephone 
call to an unknown person. Upon her return she and 
CAZARES went back to her car and returned to Washington, 

D. Co As they were getting into the car CAZARES observed 
the woman did* not know how to turn on the lights or the 
automobile to spite her previous comment that sue was 
the owner of this vehicle. On leaving Alfo's they drove 
around the City of Washington and past the Capitol ouiidxng. 

While driving through a park which CAZARES 
believed was Rock Creek Park, and while traveling at 
* approximately 25 to 30 per hour, CAZARES heard a tnumo 
in the vicinity of the rear of the driver s^side or the 
car. Just prior to hearing the noise CAZARES observed 
a figure, possibly that of a man, walking along the road. 
CAZARES did not see the woman driving the car hit anything 
or feel the car lurch but did hear the thump. The woman 
told CAZARES immediately thereafter that she thought 
she had hit someone and he told her sne should stop. She 
indicated to him she couldn't stop Decause she would ~ose 
her nob and besides she had too many bad marks on her 
driving record. The woman had also previously indicated 
to CAZARES that she worked at the Pentagon a top s.ecret . 
area and could not tell him what she did. Following this 
accident she drove CAZARES to Dupont Circle where he 
returned to his room. As CAZARES got out or her automobile 
he asked her if she thought she really hit someone and 
she said, "I don't know but I'm not taking any chances, 

I'm going to report it to the police." 

The following day he had meetings with various 
individuals at the Mayors Conference.and conducted the 
normal business involved in the meeting. During the 
time CAZARES was in Washington, D. C,, he was in contact 
with Clearwater City Manager, PICOT FLOYD, wno was also 
there on another matter. CAZARES had rented an automobile 
and following the meetings on March 13, 1976, he returned 
to the lobby of his motel at Dupont Circle and spent some 
time in the lobby killing time until his airpiane rlight 
was due to leave. CAZARES noted he had checked out or the 
motel earlier that morning. CAZARES departed Washington, 

D. C. the afternoon of March 15, 1976, and returned tp 
TIA in time to be a guest on a radio talk snow m iaruga ? 
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The following Thursday, March 18, 1976, the 
woman called him at the Clearwater City Hail several 
times asking to talk to him but he was not in and she 
refused to leave her telephone number. She also called 
his house several times and talked to his wife but 
would only say she wanted to talk to the Mayor and that 
the matter was personal. 

On March 21, 1976, she reached him at a friend’s 
residence where he was visiting and asked him if he had 
called the police. He asked her why she thought he 
should call the police since when he last talked to her 
she said she was going to report the accident to the 
police herself.. ■ She told him she hadn't made the report 
because she got scared. He asked her if she had seen 
anything in the paper on this and she said no but these 
things don't always get in the paper. CAZARES told her 
if she felt she had actually hit someone she should retain 
an attorney and he would be glad to furnish a statement. 
Following this comment the conversation was completed and 
the call terminated. CAZARES also asked her during the 
conversation for her telephone number, however, she 
declined to give him the number stating, "The man I live 
with would kill me."

CAZARES does not suspect his Democratic 
primary opponent, Congressman C. W, "BILL” YOUNG, but cloes 
suspect memoers of the Church of Scientology as being 
involvedV*in this matter.

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The following investigation was conducted at 
Washington, D.C., on August 5, 1976: 

Previous investigation has determined that 
the United States Park Police have jurisdiction over the 
Rock Creek Parkway in Washington, D.C. Examination of 
the records of the Park Police revealed only two accidents 
occurred on the parkway on March 14, 1976, and neither of 
these accidents involved a hit and run-type violation. 

Washington, D.C., Metropolitan Police Department 
records were examined and revealed twelve hit and run 
accidents occurred in the Washington, D.C., area on March 14, 
1976. As the specific location for the alleged hit and run 
accident in Washington, D.C., was listed as the Rock Creek 
Parkway, no attempt was made to individually examine the 
details of the twelve accidents which occurred in metropolitan 
Washington, D.C. 

AT TAMPA. FLORIDA 

On August 18, 1976, GABRIEL CAZARES, Mayor, 
Clearwater, Florida, was interviewed at the office of 
Assistant U.S. Attorney ANTHONY LA SPADA, Middle District 
of Florida, Tampa, Florida. During this interview CAZARES 
furnished essentially the same information as he provided 
when he was interviewed by the FBI on August 3, 1976. In 
addition, CAZARES stated he had heard the Church of Scien¬ 
tology, Clearwater, Florida, had expressed an undue interest 
in his planned activities in the Washington, D.C., area prior 
to his departure from Clearwater, Florida. CAZARES stated 
he obtained this information from Clearwater City Manager 
PICOT FLOYD.

In approximately February of 1976, he had a final 
confrontation with her after he discovered SHARON TUTTLE 
had placed approximate ly $20,000 in unopened checks made 
out to EUiSKIN Y s father’s business in a box without opening 
them. BASKIN stated he felt TUTTLE did this because she 
was vindictive toward him because of previous disciplinary 
measures he had taken toward her. BASKIN further advised 
these checks were not discovered for approximately two and 
bne-half months and resulted in extremely critical cash 
flow problems for the business and ended in BASKIN*s 
dismissal from the business. 

Shortlyafter the dismissal of TUTTLE, he began 
having trouble with KIM FULLER because of his romantic 
association with SHARON TUTTLE. 


Following dismissal of TUTTLE* he also

FLOYD stated the Church of Scientology has had 
an ongoing feud with Mayor GABRIEL CAZARES for approxi¬ 
mately one year since they arrived in Clearwater, Florida, 
and purchased the Fort Harrison Hotel, a major structure 
in Clearwater, Florida. FLOYD stated he had heard from

FLOYD 
stated he had never met TYLER during his visit to 
Washington, D.C., and could provide no information 
concerning her. 

Approximately one month after FLOYD returned 
to the City of Clearwater:, he got a telephone call from 
a representative of the Church of Scientology in Clear- 
water, Florida, This representative asked FLOYD about 
Mayor CAZARES’ activities in Washington, D.C,,. during his 
visit to the Mayors* Conference, The Scientology repre¬ 
sentative (believed to be either STEVE HERD or FRED ROCK) 
asked FLOYD a large number; of questions but as FLOYD was 
aware of outstanding litigation between the Church of 
Scientology and Mayor CAZARES, he provided them no infor¬ 
mation Of consequence. FLOYD further stated he believed 
a subsequent newsletter the Church of Scientology publishes 
made mention of something about Mayor CAZARES’ activities 
in Washington, D.C, FLOYD further recalls that the Church 
of Scientology, which presently has litigation outstanding 
against Mayor CAZARES, questioned CAZARES about his activities 
in Washington, D.C., during a deposition which Mayor CAZARES 
was required to submit. 

FLOYD further advised he understood a representative 
of the ’•Clearwater Sun,” either STEVE ADVOKAT Or MARK 
SABLEMAN, had asked similar questions of someone in the 
Mayor’s office which leads FLOYD to believe someone was con¬ 
tacting the newspapers in order to stir up a possible scandal. 
FLOYD stated MARK SABLEMAN, a reporter for the “Clearwater 
Sun,” had recently had his room burgled at Jacksonville, 
Florida’, and certain investigative notes, not intended to 
be published, had been released in order to discredit 
SABLEMAN. FLOYD noted SABLEMAN was a local critic of the 
Church of Scientology but declined to artioiate any connection. 
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On September 19, 1976. a review of the 
memorandum records of the Mayor's office, City of 
Clearwater, Clearwater, Florida, was conducted with 
the assistance of Mrs. JUNE TAYLOR, Secretary. TAYLOR 
furnished books containing carbon copies of notes taken 
by office secretaries in the Mayor's office for the 
Mayor in his absence. 

These records indicate on March 18 and March 19, 
1976, CAROLYN COBB, a secretary at the Mayor's office, 
took two messages for Mayor CAZARES from a SHARON. The 
first message taken March 18, 1976, at 2:20 P.M., was 
for Mayor CAZARES and indicated SHARON from Washington 
called while he was out and a block requesting he 
"please call" was checked. The second telephone call 
was taken on March 19, 1976, at 1:10 P 0 M. The call 
was for Mayor CAZARES and indicated SHARON called and 
"She needs to talk to you badly . She would not leave 
her number. She will call around 2:00P.M." 

CAROLYN COBB was subsequently interviewed 
and advised she did not recall taking these messages 
for Mayor CAZARES due to the length of time which has 
elapsed since they were taken ana due to the large number 
of calls the Mayor's office constantly receives. 

The following investigation was conducted 
by SA MICHAEL B. LUNSFORD at Clearwater, Florida: 

On August 28, 1976, JENNIFER GAVIN, reporter, 
"Clearwater Sun," Clearwater, Florida, was contacted 
regarding a letter allegedly received by the "Clearwater 
Sun" in regard to the activities of Clearwater, Florida, 
Mayor GABRIEL CAZARES during his visit to Washington, 

D.C., in March of 1976. GAVIN advised she recalls hearing 
of such a letter but has no personal knowledge of it. 

She suggested that Reporter STEVE ADVOKAT be contacted , 
regarding this matter as she has no personal information 
regarding its contents. GAVIN further advised ADVOKAT 
was presently out of town and not available for interview.

She formerly employed a PAT BUCKLEY, a white 
male, 28 * 29 years of age, at her business.

TO WHOM IT MAY CONCERN: 

I am writing this letter in an attempt to resolve a 
serious problem I am faced with, and am hoping I can count 
on you for help. I am sending this letter to other Demo- 
cractic organizations in the Clearwater area as I'm not sure 
which Congressional district Gabe Cazares is running in. 

In March of this year, I met Gabe while he was here in 
Washington for a convention. We spent most of a very enjoy¬ 
able evening together, dining and talking. 

I am not going to get into a big thing here about the 
morality of whether or not. my relationship with a married 
man is right or wrong, as I know only that I enjoyed myself 
with him. This is not the main issue but has some bearing 
on it. 

While driving around that night sightseeing with Gabe, 
we had an accident. We hit a man going around a sharp curve 
in the road, and did not stop to see if he was hurt or even 
dead. I don't know why, I only know that I was scared to 
death, and panicked — I guess we both did. 

Now, Gabe has been very good about this. He did not 
turn me in to the police, and when I called him later to 
talk about the accident, he advised me to get a lawyer and 
said that he would back up me totally. 

Since the accident, however, I have had constant night¬ 
mares which are horrible, and I'm a nervous wreck. I do not 
eait well and have lost almost 20 sounds. I decided to go to 
an analyst about this as I couldn't live with myself, nor 
could I face the! publicity and degradation of turning myself 
into the police. With the help of my analyst, I have finally 
decided that the best action is to turn myself into the 
police and rid myself of the self recriminations, and guilt, 
but this is where my problem comes in. , 

I hold a sensitive government position which is obvious¬ 
ly jeopardized by this situation. I realize that going to 
the police will also mean the end of my job. As you may 
know, the newspapers are going crazy here in D.C. with sex * 
scandals and other kinds of scandals with government offi¬ 
cials. I wouldn't want this to come out as a scandal in the 
press. I certainly do not want to involve Gabe in a thing 
like this as it would only be trouble for him as Mayor and I 
now understand he is running for Congress. Just what the 
press wants is another Congressional scandal. Gabe doesn't 
deserve this, and I don't think I could go through one if it 
occurred. I'd rather die. 
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Gabe is such a good guy and so straight-forward that I 
know that he'll tell me to just do what 1 have to and he'll 

back me up, but I can't face being smeared in the press. He 

is much stronger than I am. That is why I'm writing to you. ' 
I don't think Gabe would bother to protect himself. He'd 
take it on the chin and fight hard, but the press in D.C. is 
vicious. 

Maybe if you got together with Gabe and he told, you the 
whole story you could figure out a way to prevent this 
possible catastrophe. I don't know if there is anything 
that you can do to protect both of us in this matter, but I 
know that political people can often help or come up with 

some kind of strategy to figure a wav out of this kind of 

predicament. Gabe's a good man and he doesn't deserve to 
have his political career put in jeopardy or ruined because 
of one stupid mistake, and I would die if I were in the 
press like some of the Capitol Hill girls are. 

Gabe knows who I am and I'm sure he'd appreciate know¬ 
ing that things were alright before I go to the police. I 
will contact Gabe to find out what I should do after you've 
had some time to discuss this with him.

Enclosed for WFO is one copy of a photograph 
of SHARON THOMAS which was displayed in a photo lineup to 
victim. 

ADMINISTRATIVE: 

On 12/15/77 and 12/16/77, conferences were 
held between the SAG, Tampa and AUSAs ANTHONY J. LA SPADA 
and Wo CHRISTIAN HOYER, Tampa, Florida. Both AUSAs 
expressed great interest in this case feeling that in 
addition to a violation of the Federal Electron Laws, 
it may also involve Conspiracy and Hobbs Act violations. 

AUSA HOYER telephonically contacted the AUSA in the 
District of Columbia, who is handling the SITOL investigation 
there, and after HOYER explained the violations which the Tampa 
USA's Office is exploring, the AUSA in WDC advised that 
he did not feel that instant investigation hindered or 
impeded the SITOL investigation. 

It is noted that a key element in prosecution of 
this matter would be the successful identification by 
Mayor CAZARES of subjects THOMAS and ALEXI as perpetrators 
of the staged automobile accident. It is noted that on 
8/15/77, CAZARES was unable to identify a photograph of 
THOMAS from a photo spread. However, he has repeatedly 
stated that he believes he could identify this individual 
should he see her in a lineup.

On several occasions, "Gayle" told source that the 
Scientology Church stores a great deal of what it considers 
sensitive information, possibly including classified military 
documents, at an installation in Clearwater, Florida. "Gayle" 
further told source that the Scientology Church is apprehen¬ 
sive of another raid and plans to move sensitive materials 
from Clearwater possibly to the Los Angeles area. Source 
reports that "Gayle" departed Los Angeles at about 12:00 
p.m. (Los Angeles time) for Clearwater to assist in those 
arrangements. : / ' 

On 8/22/79, the New York Office advised investiga¬ 
tion conducted at New York has revealed that several unauthorized 
entrances or break-ins with the purpose of copying sensitive 
documents have occurred during the course of NY investigation. 

It is believed.that the perpetrators of these break-ins are 
covert agents of the Church of Scientology. Interviews con¬ 
ducted with defectors from the Church of Scientology knowledge¬ 
able regarding the activities of the Church of Scientology 
indicate that covert activities are conducted by the Guardian's 
Office (GO) . ./ V ' ' 

In November, 1978, an unknown individual obtained 
confidential' information regarding the background of AUSA 
Denise Cote fro'm Columbia University records. AUSA Cote is 
assigned to the prosecution of the above case. Investigation 
revealed that a current covert agent of the Church of 
'Scientology was employed as an administrative aide at Columbia 
University, New York, New York, and had access to personnel 
files. The Church of* Scientology agent who was identified

On 8/9/79, an envelope with a photograph of a white 
male was discovered outside the door of the Clearwater,

is made to what’ appears to be- locker number 636 and box 791. 

. As this did not appear to be a matter within the 
jurisdiction of the FBI and in view of the reference to the 
Tampa Airport, ‘the envelope and its consents were made avail¬ 
able to the Chief of Police of the Tampa International Airport 
on the same date. Tampa Airport Police determined that locker 
636 was located on the northwest corner ’of the transfer level. 
Acting within its legal right, the Airport Police opened the 
locker and discovered therein an expensive metal box believed 
to contain a burglar alarm. No other items were contained 
in the locker. •> The metal box. had the.number 791 thereon.

654 which took him to Indianapolis and thereafter to Chicago 
Cleveland. ,His ticket had been purchased at a travel

. . During the past summer. Agents at the Clearwater 
Resident Agency, received unsolicited information that there t 
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, had been a fire at the Ft. Harrison . Hotel, which is the. . 

Church of Scientology headquarters. According to fire de- 
-partment personnel. Church of Scientology members had 
initially apparently tried to quelch the flames without 
success. They : then called the fire department. When the 
firemen arrived, they : noted'Church of Scientology personnel 
carrying out a large number of boxes. While extinguishing 
the fire, they noticed an amount of sophisticated communica¬ 
tions equipment in the area of the fire. 


The Phoenix Division has advised that on 5/15/79, 

Mr. Rod O'Conner, Motorola Corporation, Phoenix, Arizona, 
telephone 949-3192, advised that he works in the marketing 
i section of the ; Government Contracts-Division of Motorola. He 
stated that on 5/15/79, he received a telephone call from a 
Mr.' Carl Whitcher,‘Church of Scientology, 500 Cleveland Street, 
Clearwater, Florida 35315, telephone 813-441—3108,. inquiring 
.concerning, the leasing of Data Encription Equipment. Mr. 
0|Conner advised that this equipment is available to commer¬ 
cial manufacturers in the United States; however, is restricted 
for sale to foreign entities. Mr. Whitcher expressed the 
desire to lea^e six units and based on other requests and ■ 
equipment Whitcher intends to use this equipment in a teletype 
loop and would also have the capability of transmitting via 
radio. O'Conner stated that Whitcher appears to be very 
technically oriented and knows well what he was discussing. 


O'Conner stated that the equipment sells for $3,500 
apiece. , ', '.v • 

O'Conner in his conversation was desirous of obtain¬ 
ing some information concerning the Church of Scientology and 
indicated he was not desirous of necessarily leasing equipment 
to this organization. He stated that he must treat this or¬ 
ganization. as he would any. other commercial company. 


Mr. O'Conner was.informed that the FBI could furnish 
no specific information at this time concerning the Church 
of Scientology*and that.he should treat the Church of Scien¬ 
tology and. Mr. Whitcher as he would any other potential customer. 

The above information has been furnished because 
there seems to be a number of indications that Church of ' / - '' 
Scientology personnel may v^ry well be continuing to com/Iq, 
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burglaries and, most particularly, continuing the theft-of 
Government documents, possibly including classified military 
documents. Additionally/for whatever reason, they appear 
.to have embraced sophisticated communications technology to 
render their activities more secure.,-, • {>'{' yf’.

A discreet inquiry at WWQT-Radio determined that 
several months ago Keenan approached the management with 
the above described project. He volunteered to work 
without compensation as a public service, and identified 
himself solely as formerly being in the furniture business 
in south Florida. They helped him with the project, 
considered it a worthwhile project, and aired his tapes 
of various law enforcement officials in the area. About 
a month ago he left, stating he was going up north 
because his sister had been in an automobile accident. 

He has since recontacted WWQT telephonically on one 
occasion, however, gave no indication as to his current 
location. 

Investigation by the State Attorney's office has 
been unsuccessful in locating Keenan to date. 

As the Bureau is aware, captioned matter 
involves a number of subjects in high positions of the 
COS. This and related investigations have confirmed 
a desire of COS officials to penetrate a number of 
government agencies for intelligence purposes. 

In addition, the Tampa office has been approached 
by a number of suspicious individuals offering to serve 
as informants or inquiring as reporters about the COS. 

All of these offers or inquiries were declined or 
handled succinctly. 




In view of the ongoing investigation in captioned 
matter, the Bureau may wish to caution all offices 
regarding the possible use of the media by the COS -to 
obtain intelligence.

' Captioned matter has remained in a pending inactive 
status since February 2, 1983, awaiting a prosecutive opinion 

with regard to including the "Gabe Cazares incident m 
'a RICO prosecution if unrelated allegations in a separate 
matter involving the Church of Scientology (COS) can be 
substantiated. 

It is noted that the Statute of Limitations has 
run with respect to the "Gabe Cazares" incident. This 
incident' allegedly involved certain COS officials in March, 

1976, and a "staged hit and run" accident falsely implicating 
Cazares and a follow-up leter writing campaign by COS officials 
to discredit Cazares, an outspoken critic of the Church s 
Clearwater, Florida operation. ^ 

Further, prosecution of the Cazares incident 
was singularly dependent upon the testimony of former COS 
official Michael Meisner, whose testimony was instrumental 
in the conviction of 11 COS officials in U.S. District 
Court, Washington, D.C. in 1979.
